THE SPEAKERSHIP. 
RANDALL BAS IT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 16.—Mr. Randall 
undoubtedly has the lead in the Speakership 
race to-night. Whatever the means employed, 
he seems to have united the Northern Democ- 
racy in his favor, which, with the votes he is 
certain to bave from the South and West, 
appear to make his election assured. The 
Blackburn men have abandoned bopes of ob- 
taining any votes North of Maryland, and in 
that State they now only look fortwo. It had 
been expected that John Kelly, speaking for 
Tammany, would give Blackburn three or four 
votes from New York State. Reliancé is no 
longer placed upon New York votes at Black 
burn’s headquarters. Blackburn, however, 
claims to have made a bresk in Randall’s 
strength in the Southern delegations. 

HIS MANAGERS 
assert to-night that they have secured two votes 
in Georgia. in Obio the Blackburnites to-night 
claim to have made accessions, and to have se- 
cured all the delegation except Frank Hurd. 
The situation, however, is still largely specula- 
tive. There age too many lies on both sides for 
definite estimates. The most significant char- 
acteristic of the contest for the last twenty-four 
hours has been its increasing sectionalism, and 
to this fact Blackburn, if he is defeated, will be 
obliged largely to attribute his defeat. The 
sectional issue was raised by the Blackburn 
men, who insisted that the time bad come for 
a Southern candidate. The person selected, 
while acceptable by his qualities of communder- 
ship ‘and good-fellowship, and his abilities as a 
parliamentarian, to the Northern Democrats 
generally, united in himself more

and characteristics than could have been found 
in most any other Southern man. The result 
has been a sharp sectional antagonism, and a 
striking sign of the times is that the Northern 
Democrats, even some who in times past were 
not special friends of the War for the Union, 


have hesitated, and have openly expressed their | 


doubts as to the propricty of electing a South- 
ern man Speaker at this juncture. Looking 
beyond the present contest, they have ibsisted 
that it would have au injurious effect upon the 
party prospects in 1880 to elect a Southern man 
for Speaker, and especially so very Southern a 
a man as Blackburn. 
TO THIS SINGLE FACT, 

if Blackburn is defeated, more than to any other, 
must be attributed the failure of the Southern 
candidate. The Blackburn men, as if anticipat- 
ing defeat, arc beginning to cast about for rea- 


sons, and freely charge to-night that money has 


been used against them. ‘They say that Randall. 

as the result ot bis visit to New York, brought 
back a large amount of money, and assert that 
every man upon Whom Tilden could lay ‘his 
hand is actively for Randall. Another predic- 
tion the Blackburn men make is,that, if Randall 
is elected, there will be a pew committee raised 
to continue the work of the Potter Committee, 
and that one of the principles upon which 
Randall is conducting his candidacy is to keep 
up the fraud agitation, and to coutinue sensa- 
tional and ‘revolutionary investigations and 
movements for the sake of advertising Tilden 
and keeping his name constantly before the 
public. 

NO SECRET BALLOT. 

Biackburn’s friends do not propose to submit 
to any double dealing pn the part of Congress- 
men. It is a favorite trick of ambitious and 
unscrupulous Congressmen’ to promise their 
votes to both candidates, and to receive from 
the candidates tenders of different committee 
places. Thesecret ballot, which is customary in 
caucus, of course protects the Congressmen 
from discovery. Rival Speakership can- 
didates have, however, been known 
to compare notes afterwards, and to 
discover the members guilty of this duplicity. 
It would be contrary) to the traditions of the 
caucus to insist upon a yea and nay second vote, 
and it may be difficult to secure such a vote, 
but Blackburn’s friends will undoubtedly pre- 
pare, in caucus, the Virginia or viva voce way, 
and they will ask, at least, that every man who 
desires to vote for Blackburn

and cast his vote standing, whether the Randall 
men desire to so vote or not. This it will be 
very easy for the Blackburn forces to do, as the 
ballot-box is passed afound, and it would take a 
member no longer to announce for whom he casts 
his vote than it would to cast the vote itself.

The Jurist Who Once Thundered the Awful 
Dictum, Orkus, Nou “Selly Gobble 
Dokus!“ Enters the Baptismal Font.

New York, March 16.—The Berean Baptist 
Church was the scene to-day of the mustering 
in of ex- Senator“ Bob Hart as asoldier of the 
Cross. James M. Sutherland, known to the 
theatrical world as Bob Hart,“ was baptised 
at moon by the Rev. John Quincy 
Adams. The church was crowded, in anticipa- 
tion of the baptism of the minstrel. ‘The 
„Senator“ looked supremely happy as he 
grasped the clergyman’s hand, and when be 
emerged from the water there was a sparkle in 
his eye which spoke in unmistakable language 
Had the place 
been other than a church, the great congrega- 
tion would have broken forth in a bursi 
of applause. There is probably no man 
in this city better known to the gen- 
eral public than Senator Bob Hart. He is 
47 years of age, and for twenty-three years has 
been before the world in the character of a 
stump orator in the Minstrel Hall. His life 
has been oneof dissipation and excitement. 
The whisky which inspired at first demoralized 
at last. He lost engagements because he was 
not reliable, and was fast discending to 
utter disgrace when the hand of Christ, 
as de says, was stretched forth 
to save him. Mr. Adams described the 
rescue of Bob Hart: Four weeks ago Suther- 
land was returning to Hackensack. He had 
been on a spree. and was crunk at the time. 
Some person in the car told him Billy Dwyer 
had signed the pledge. The intelligence sobered 
him. He said to bimself: ‘if Dwyer 
cau reform, there is hope for me.’ He de- 
termined to reform then and there. It was a 
terrible struggle with the whisky in his system, 
but, with the aid of his wife, be fougnt it out. 
He bunted up Dwyer, went with him to Evans’ 
temperance meeting, and signed the pledge. 
From that moment he began to seek salvation, 
and, on the next Friday afternoon, was clearly 
converted. Ihe transtormation of the man was 
complete. He has renounced the stage, 
and is going to devote himself to the Gospel 
ministry. Tie will make a great clergyman, He 
has the gift of clothing his thoughts in language, 
and all he needs is preparatory study. He is 
the happiest man to-day Lever saw, and 1 be- 
lieve he will make one of the most successful

ALASKA. 


Things All Up with the Murderous Indians 
in the Polar Territory. 

Vicroria, March 16.—The steamer California 
arrived from Alaska this morning. She brings 
news that the Indians are preparing for war. 
Her Britannic Majesty’s ship Osprey and United 
States cutter Walcott had reached Alaska, The 
Chiets received the Osprey cordialiy, but in- 
formed the Commander that they could take 
the Walcott whenever they chose. The Walcott 
bas gone to intercept a flotilla of hostile canoes 
on their way to destroy the town of Sitka. On 
board the Walcott are the Osprey’s Marines 
and the Osprey’s Gatling gun. ‘The 
situation is very alarming. The Osprey will re- 
mam until relieved by an American man-of-war. 
The Sitka Chiefs were given two hours to pro- 
duce a certain woman, witness to the Brown 
murder.

AUSTRIA. 
THE FLOODED CITY. 

Pesta, March 16.—The whole country 
below Szegedin and Temisvar is strewn with 
caravans of people. All villages and 
boroughs have hospitably opened their 
houses and stores to the refugees. The 
railwa y trains yesterday took to Temisvar 
about 5,000 fugitives, while 500 people went 
by steamer to Sezentes. Engineers and 
soldiers are busy with their relief pontoons 
and boats, there being still great need of 
them. The Emperor has contributed a 
further sum of 10,000 florins. 

FEARFUL. 

Presta, March 16.—Szentes is now the 
only place in danger. The Emperor will go 
to Szegedin Sunday evening. An official 
statement shows that of 9,700 houses in 
Szegedin, all except 261 have been destroyed. 
Most of the habitations destroyed were of 
the lower classes of the population. A dis- 
patch from Vienna states that it is thought 
6, 000 persons have been drowned. 

WUE BEYOND MEASURE, 

Szzerpin, March 16.—The lowest estimate 
now current fixes the number drowned at 
2,000. Many persons believe that 4,000 per- 
ished, as the gale prevented a majority of 
the inhabitants from hearing the first alarm. 
Some of the largest houses fell Saturday. 
One is said to have overwhelmed eighty 
(probably eight) families, and another fifty- 
six persons. 


TO-NIGHT 
many people are still on the ruins of the 
houses and in trees. The diphtheria has 
broken out among the fugitives in Szeoged. 
Sixteen thousand horses and cattle and 
90,000 sheep have been lost. The water 
fulls very slowly, only receding three inches 
Saturday night.

ABDERRAHMAN.

Lowpon, March 16.—A dispatch from 
Tashkend says Abderrahman, of Cabul, the 
son of Afgul Khan and nephew of Shere 
Ali, who has been a Russian pensioner, 
and resided at Samarkand for the 
past eight years, arrived here last 
evening to hold a conference with Gen. Kauf- 
mann. This isa fact of the very highest im- 
portance. He and his uncle, Azim Khan, 
divided the Kingdom between them upon 
the death of his grandfather, Dost Mohamet. 
After a long and bloody war Shere Ali, 
through the able generalship of his son, 
Yakoob Kahn, drove his elder brother and 
his nephew out of the country and usurped 
the throne. Abderrahman went to Bokhara, 
and finally settled down at Samarkand. 

YAKOOB DEFIANT. ‘ 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Lonpon, March 16.—A correspondent at 
Lahore sends the following: The Vice- 
roy has arrived here. High authorities here 
say the natives of India will not believe in a 
British success unless the troops advance on 
Cabul. Gen. Browne’s division is concentrat- 
ing at Jelalabad, to be in readiness to advance 
if necessary. It is asserted that the manner 
of Yakoob Khan’s envoy, when communi- 
cating with Maj. Cavagnari, was almost de- 
fiant. Definite terms have been sent to 
Yakoob Khan, who has not had time yet to 


reply.”

GAMBETTA'S TURN TO **SUBMIT.” 

Panis, March 16.—The Moniteur Universal 
says there will be no shifting of positions in 
the Cabinet, which will endeavor to continue 
as at present a few days longer, but the Min- 
isters themselves are the first to recognize 
the fact that they cannot abide long after 
Thursday’s proceedings.

ENGLISH DEFICITS—RUNNING BEHIND. 
London Spectator, March 1. 

Sir Staffora Northcote is beginning to present 
bis little bills. On Thursday night he ved a 
vote of credit tor $7,500,000, as a first\ demand 
for the Zulu War), and proposed to raise the 
money by Exchequer bonds. He expected, he 
added, that the revenue of the year would fall 
short of the estimate by about $5,000,000, and 
that the expenditure for 1878-79 would exceed 
the revenue by $15,000,000, exclusive of the 
vote of credit and the supplementary vote. The 
unfunded debt had been increased till it 
amounted to $123,000,000, of which $75,000,000 
is in Exchequer bonds, $25,000,000 is in Ex- 
chequer bills, and $29,000,000 in Treas- 
ury bills. Of the Exchequer bonds, 
$60,000,000 is in the hands of the Com- 
missioners of the National Debt, who will 
not present their account inconvenientiy, but 
still the total must one day be provided for by 
an addition to the national debt. Moreover, as 
Mr. Childers showed, there is a deficit standing 
over from the previous year, so that the total 
sum to be provided in excess of revenue will be 
at least twenty-eight million dollars, while 
there is a worse year coming. Altogether, the 
depressed industries will be very lucky if they 
escape for two-pence extra on the income-tax, 
and a perceptibie increase in some duty,—say, 
tea, or arenewalof the old shilling duty = 
corn.

THE BOURBON PROGRAMME IN CONGRESS. 

Mr. BLackrunx has promulgated the plat- 
form on which he stands in asking the 
Democrats to elect him Speaker of the 
National House of Representatives. This 
platform has been constructed after carefully 
canvassing the sentiments of the Democratic 
Congressmen and politicians, and may there- 
fore be regarded ag reflecting the average 
Democratic conviction. It may be that Mr. 
BLacksunx will not be elected, but, if he be 
not, his failure will not be due to any heresy 
in his declaration of opinions, but to the 
fact that he was not able to unité the various 
elements of opposition to Ranpanu. Ran- 
DALL, or whoever else may be elected Speak- 
er, will owe his success to the adoption of 
the same views. The conspicuons points of 
the Democratic creed, as interpreted by 
Buacksurn, are as follows: 

1. Steadfast devotion to the doctrine of 
State Sovereignty. This to be signaled by 
coercing a repeal of the Jurors-Test oath, 
the Supervisors and the Deputy-Marshals 
law, as well as all other statutes which have 
been passed by Congress for the purpose of 
enforcing and carrying out the constitutional 
amendments. These laws, as long as they 
remain on the statute-books, will. furnish 
some restraint, if the courts will enforce 
them, upon the State authorities who toler- 
ate, and the Democratic bulldozers who 
practice, fraud and violence in Congressional 
and Presidential elections. It is the purpose 
to expunge all statutes calculated to inter. 
fere in any manner with State nullification 
of the United States Constitution and laws. 

2. Fraudulent elections,—for the repeal of 
the National Election law is demanded, not 
merely as an acknowledgment of the doc- 
trine of State Sovereignty, but to enable the 
roughs and ballot-box stuffers of New York 
City to carry New York, New Jersey, and 
Connecticut for the Democratic candidate 
for President next year. A revival and en- 
largement of the tactics pursued in behalf of 
Sermour in 1868 will accomplish this pur- 
pose. With the restraint of the National 
law removed, the ex-Confederate bulidozers 
of the South and the Democratie repeaters 
at the North will have lost their cunning if 
they shall fail to carry the day. 

3. Constant reiteration of the cry of 
Fraud.“ This part of the programme is in 
keeping with the Bourbon character, which 
never learns and never forgets anything!”

Resumption has al- 
ready been accomplished. All kinds of 
legal-tender money are now at par.

THE CANADIAN TARIFF. 

The Dominion Parliament on Friday en- 
acted a new tariff for the British North 
American Provinces. This action was the 
result of the popular election of 1878, in 
which the country, in accomplishing a 
change of Miuistry, included in the new 
policy demanded an increase of the tariff on 
imports. There were several considerations 
The people of Can- 
ada, as a whole, have been desirous to trade 
with the United States on terms of reciprocity. 
The territory of the Dominion is interlocked 
with that of the Union. An imaginary line 
divides the two countries, and the frontier 
invites smuggling or necessitates a costly 
and more or less inefficient line of 
revenue stations. The people of Can- 
ada are bound to us in many 
things closer than are any others. They 
speak our language; the newspapers of each 
country circulate in the other; the local 
events in each are published as news in the 
other; there are thonsands of Canadians 
daily visiting in this country, and as many 
Americans in Canada; the postal service of 
both countries is common to each, as is the 
telegraph and the railway. All their com- 
mercial and social interests are the same. A 


system of reciprocity of trade would be the ) 


appropriate, if not indeed a necessary, compie- 
ment to the other intimate relations between 
the two countries. Such, however, has been 
impracticable. | The War necessitated large 
revenues, and this necessity afforded those 
interested the opportunity to put in operation 
im this country the fatal principle of a pro- 
tective tariff. The Canadians had ao tariff 
which did not exceed an average rate of 15 
per cent; the United States had a tariff 
averaging at times as high as 48 per cent. 
Of course this wide difference rendered reo- 
iprovity impossible. On both sides of 
the line there were earnest and per- 
sistent efforts made to bring about some 
agreement whereby reciprocal trade might 
be established generally, or in a limited 
number of spetified articles; but, after years 
of patient labor, these proved fruitless. 
Among the results of the panic of 1873 was 
the explosion of the credit system and the 
refiuction of business to actual values. The 
consumption of the home market shrank 
immensely. The excess of production in 
American manufactures had to find an out- 
let, and Canada became what is known as 
the ‘‘ slaughter-house” of American manu- 
factures for which there was no sale at home, 
and which had to be sold at whatever price 
could be got for them. Of course these 
gacds were sold to Canada at less than they 
could be imported for from England, and for 
less than they could be produced for in Can- 
ada. The American tariff, therefore, operated 
to exclude rigidly all Canadian manufactures, 


and yet American manufacturers used the 


Canada market in which to unload all their 
unsalable goods. 

A portion of the people of Canada, under 
these circumstances, demanded ‘‘ protee- 
tion ” ; another and a larger portion fancied 
that an increase of the Canadian tariff 
might expedite, perhaps, some arrangement 


with the United States, and these considera- 
tions have resulted in producing the new 


Canadian tariff, which went into operation 
last Saturday. We have published the new 
schedule of ratds on imports. Though the 


tariff applies équally to imports from all 
nations in the selection of articles toe be | 


taxed and in fixing the rates, the purpose is 
apparent, even if it were not avowed, 
to bear upon those articles most likely 
to be imported from ‘the United 
States. The Canadian market is as prac- 
tically closed in these particulars to Ameri- 
can goods as has the American market been 
closed by our tariff to foreign goods. The 
action of the Canadian Government will 
have the effect of establishing a sort of re- 
ciprocal prohibition of trade, which is not 
really what that Government nor our own 
desire. 

There was hardly any eseape from this 
measure. While it meets the present demand 
of the people of Canada, every principle of 
sound policy demands that it shall only be a 
means to quite a different end. The new 
tariff is an advance on the old one.

the world, The Canadians have therefore 
offered to the United States the basis of a 
reciprocal tanffl. They have advanced their 
tariff to an average rate to which they ask 
the United States to reduce our tariff. With 
uniform tariff, the trade can then be re- 
ciprocal. |

Such a anion 
as that will be most beneficial to both coun- 
tries; will unite them as against all other 
countries; give to each all the advantages 
enjoyed by both; will secure as much reve- 
nue for each as can be raised in any other 
mode, put an end to smuggling, reduce the 
cost of the revenue service to both Govern- 
ments, and lay the foundation for a strong 
and permanent friendship between both peo- 
ples and Governments. It would be a mo- 
tually advantageous union and consolidation 
of these two North American States con- 
mercially as against all rivals and competitors 
in all other lands, If the new Canadian 
tariff leads up to such a union, beth countries 
will have reason to rejoice in its enactment. 

In the meantime the people of Oanada 
will have tosubmit to asacrifice. For the time 
there will be a liberal increase in the cost to 
consumers of all manufactured goods, whether 
imported or of home make, without any ad- 
vance in the prices of agricultural products. 
The latter will continue to be sold at the 
world’s prices, while ‘‘ protected” goods 
will cost more. It will take just as many 
more bushels of grain to purchase a given 
quantity of protected cloth as will be repre- 
sented by the additional bounty given by the 
new tariff to the manufacturer of the cloth. 
It will, perhaps, take some time for the 
Canadian farmers to understand the opera- 
tion of this arbitrary change of prices of one 
class of goods, but. they will discover it in 
time to be prepared to make a new and sat: 
isfactory commercial union with their neigh- 


bors on this side of the line.

Sir Gzones Campsecyt, a Liberal member 
of the British Parliament, recently visited 
America, and, ina lecture before some of 
his English constituents, tells them of some 
things that Mr. Dickens failed to describe in 
his American Notes. Sir Georcz makes us 
out in the main a very decent sort of people, 
whom it will do Englishmen good to know ; 
and, as for the country, it is as good, taken 
as a whole, as Merrie England.” and that 
is good enongh for anybody, the Lord above 
knows. Not long ago Mr. Grapstone had 
the temerity to write an elaborate magazine 
article, in which he solemnly avowed that 
the United States was, in his opinion, 
‘* booming ahead so rapidly that the Fast- 
Anchored Isle would soon be left in the 
background, for which favorable opinion he 
was taken severely to task by the London 
Times, which found a great many items 
of badness in the American catalogue to 
offset and neutralize all the good things that 
the prophetic ken of the eminent Grabsroxr 
had discovéred in us. And now comes for- 
ward Sir Gzorcz Campsert, and not only 
substantiates Mr. Guapstowrz’s favorable 
statements and speculations in regard to the 
future of this great country, but he supple- 
ments them by the very favorable imprea- 
sions which he received here himself from 
personal observation and daily contact with 
many grades of American society. 

One of Sir Gronreer’s pleasant surprises 
was to find so little real difference between 
the people of the new and the mother coun- 
try in the use of the English language (which 
Cart Scuvnz assures us is the language of 
civilization”), and he declares that the 
American people, as a whole, use -better lan- 
guage than that used in any county in 
England.” This is undoubtedly true, and, 
if Sir Gronox wishes to know how it came 
to pass that it is so, we can point witb pride 
and satisfaction to the results, benefits, and 
influence of our magnificent common-school 
system in molding, correcting, and elevating 
the masses of our diverse and nomadic pop- 
ulation. Doubtless, before he came across 
the Atlantic, Sir Groncr fancied that he

tel understood every word of his order at 
dinner without repetition, even when poured 
into his Senegambian ear in the purest and 
most perfect King’s English.”

The irrepressible Cantrn had no more 
trouble in capturing the Democratic Con- 
vention than he had previously experienced 
m securing the Greenback nomination. 
When he returned from Washington TH» 
Tripune predicted that he would be the 
Democratic candidate for Mayor. The re- 
ceptio n tendered him was a mere fanfare 
announcing this purpose. His speech on 
that occasion was a forecast of the intention 
to make this spring’s city election a partisan 
contest, as apart of the general plan to or- 
ganize all cities and districts for the Presi- 
dential struggle next year. Mr. Harnison 
declared himself boldly as a supporter of the 
State Sovereignty aud Nullification policy, 
and his‘nomination by the Democrats, fol- 
lowing closely upon that speech, is an evi- 
dence that the party is determined to make 
the fight on that issue. From the fact that 
Mr. Hasaison has also tacitly acquiesced in 
the Greenback nomination, it also follows 
that the Democrats who are running him for 
Mayor are likewise in favor of a new suspen- 
sion of specie-payments, with a repetition of 
all the folly and suffering which resulted 
from a long era of irredeemable 
aud depreciated currency. If there 
are any Democrats in Chicago 
who do not believe in the supremacy 
of each State over the Nation, nor in the 
persistent nullification of the United States 
laws, nor in dishonest elections, nor in 4 
new suspension of specie-payments at the 
very dawn of reviving prosperity, these gen- 
tlemen have abundant notice that they can- 
not vote for Carter H. Harrison without 
stultifying themselves, nor without helping 
to throw the Democratic party into the hands 
of the Bulldozers and Fiatists.

He isa 
son of the well-known Conrap Sr, and 
neither his age nor his position warrants the 
theory that he will be a more competent or 
trustworthy custodian of the public funds 
than Mr. Marovus A, FagwWLL, whom the 
Republicans have nominated. Moreover, 
Mr. Sir has not yet made up his mind 
that he will accept. The Democrats had a 
hard time in securing a candidate for Attor- 
ney. Mr. Eosent Jamreson was first nomi- 
nated, but he had the good sense to decline 
absolutely, and then the choice fell upon Mr. 
GRINNELL, who is widely unknown to fame. 
Pat Howarp was nominated for Clerk sim- 
ply on account of his Irish nativity; whether 
or not he bas any other qualification for the 
place we are unable to say. 

Altogether, the Democratic ticket has been 
made up so as to present the issue of a State-

ticket which promises continued honesty and 
economy in the city administration. It is for 
the citizens of Chicago to decide between 
the two. 


THE GREENBACK AS A LEGAL-TENDER. 

Gen, Bensamin F. Burien, and Congress- 
man 8. B. Oxnittenpven, of New York, have 
conspired to get up a test case, to be de- 
cided by the Supreme Court of the United 
States, as to the power of Congress to make 
paper money a legal-tender at this time. 
OHITTENDEN insists that, however legal it ma) 
have been for Congress to issue paper money 
and declare it legal-tender under the ex- 
igencies of war, it has no authority to do so 
at this time, and that the Government has 


no legal right to reissue greenbacks once 


redeemed. On the other hand, Borten 
insists that it is in the power of Congress to 
direct the issue of paper money deciared to 
be legal-tender, and that thie issue is legal 
without reference to the time of issue or the 
amount to be emitted. 

While these are the extreme and opposing 
views, there is a third judgment on this 
question, which is that, which has controlled 
the action of the Government ever since 
1866, viz.: that technically there has been 
no new issue of greenbacks,—nothing more 
than a substitution of fresh and clean 
notes for outstanding torn and soiled paper, 
and the renewal of notes issued by lawful 
authority. The original issue was limited by 
contract with the public creditors to four 
hundred millions of dollars, and it has been 
considered that once lawfully issued it was 
within the power of Congress to maintain 
that issue within the limit originally estab- 


lished. 
It is proposed to raise a case by the offer 


to pay a débt of $5,000 in greenbacks of the 
issne of 1878, or of some other year since 
1866, when the War was declared by law to 
have legally terminated. This offer will be 
rejected on the ground that such notes are 
not legal-tender. Upon these simulated facts 
a case will be presented to the United 
States Circuit Court in New York, by which 
it will be certified to the Supreme Court, 
and there in due time definitely decided. 

It is questionable whether the point sought 
to be decided can be reached in the way pro- 
posed. The Court may regard the issue as a 
fictitious one, and refuse to adjudicate upon 
a put-up job” by the two agitating dema- 
gogues. Unless a real case is made, there is 
not much probability that the Court will en- 
tertain it. The question songht to be de- 
cided is far-reaching in its consequences, and 
the members of the Court are not ignorant 
of that fact. But why disturb it? 

The greenback is no longer an object 
of controversy in the country. It is on a par 
with gold. The accepted doctrine that it is 
limited to four hundred millions, and is still 


a mere renewal of the original issue, is entire- 
) * 


» 


one except the two classes of demagognes,— 
those who want an unlimited issue of 
depreciated Fiat paper, and the other, 
who want no paper money except bank- 
notes. Now that popular will and popular in- 
telligence have settled the currency question, 
these two men, Buran and CH#ITTEN- 
DEN, seek notoriety by a scheme which 
may again plunge the country in an excite- 
ment and a controversy that may lead to de- 
plorable consequences. It is a serious mat- 
ter to thus trifle with vast public interests. 
The country has settled this question, and 
now for these agitators to seek to disturb 
that settlement and reopen the whole con- 
troversy is a wanton handling of what may 
prove to be most combustible materials. 

The first case raised on this greenback 
subject resulted in a decision by the Supreme 
Court that greenbacks were not a legal-ten- 
der in payment of debts contracted prior to 
their issue. This did not settle anything. 
Ihe Court was enlarged, and, overruling the 
first decision, decided that greenbacks 
were a legal-tender for all debts with- 
out reference to the date of the contracts. 
Onder this decision the greenbacks have 
continued to the present time, all material 
differences as to whether they were lawful 
money having been settled by their redeem- 
ability in coin. They are no longer an en- 
forced currency except in name. 

No good can come from this agitation. If 
the Court shall deny the authority to renew 
the issue of greenbacks as legal-tenders. 
the banks will hardly be permitted to 
reap any additional harvest. Bank-notes 
are not legal-tender, and non-legal- 
tender. Treasury-notes, redeemable as 
now, may be demanded by the country in 
place of bank-notes. But the judicial dec- 
laration that greenbacks are no longer a 
legal-tender, while resulting in no possible 
good, would evoke a popular excitement the 
resuitof which it is not éasy toforesee. The 
Drep Scott case was carried to the courts 
in order that a judicial decision might take 
the question of the right of a slaveholder to 
hold his property anywhere in the United 
States out of national politics. While the de- 
cision was everything that the slaveholders 
expected or desired, the effect was not what 
had been anticipated. Neither the negro 
nor the slavery question departed from poli- 
tics. The entire country was aroused, and 


to overrule the social, moral, political, and 
industrial convictions of the country in the 
interest of a disloyal, malignant, and selfish 
aristocracy of slave wealth were soon after 
driven to the attempt to accomplish by 
civil war what the decision of the 
Supreme Court had utterly failed to estab- 
lish or to make acceptable to the American 
people. The money interests of this country 
are playing a hazardous game in seeking to 
trifle with this question of the curreucy,— 
especially when the paper is on a par with 
gold, and in many business respects prefera- 
ble. A decision declaring the present issue 
of greenbacks to be unconstitutional might 
be welcomed in Wall street; but who can 
foretell what will be the effect on the coun- 
try generally? The Drep Scorr decision 
precipitated the downfall of slavery and the 
extinction of twenty-five hundred millions of 
dollars’ worth of the slave property which the 
Court had invested with extra-constitutional 
sanctity. The money-lenders, and the bank- 
ing interests, and the capitalists generally 
may perhaps, on reflection, understand that 
judicial decisions do not always succeed in 
taking matters out of politics. We have no 
idea, however, that the Supreme Court will 
ever disturb the legal status of the greenback 
within the original limit of four hundred 
millions. 
THE TOBACCO-RING’S STEAL. 

The reduction of the tobaoco-tax by the 
last Congress was one of the biggest steals 
on record in the history of the National 
Government. It was urged and carried 
through in the Southern interest, and some 
of the members who advocated it resorted to 
all the familiar Southern devices of threats, 
personal importunity, and log-rolling to 
bring it about. They said it was a measure 
for the relief of Southern planters; that 
Virginia, Kentucky, Maryland, Tennessee, 
North Carolina, and Northern Alabama and 
Georgia demanded it; that they would not 
go home without it, and would defeat every 
legitimate revenue interest known to be 
opposed to it. They further declared that 
the reduction of the tax from 24 to 16 cents 
per pound would not canse any corresponding 
decrease in revenue. The effect of it would 
be, they said, to reduce the price of tobacco, 
and so to increase the use of it, and this 
would bring in a larger revenue, though at a 
lower rate per pound of tax. 

This seemed at the time altogether too 
beatific dnd philanthropic an enterprise to 
enlist the energies of Southern members for 
so many months; but guileless persons were 
deceived by their protestations of virtue, 
and supposed they were, as they said, work- 
ing solely in the interests of the dowutrod- 
den planter and revenue reform. But, since 
the job has been consummated, the necessity 
for concealment has been less, and some 
boastfal conspirator has let out the whole 
secret of the Tobacco Ring’s operations, 

The first thing to strike the dupes of the 
Southern lobbyists with surprise is the state- 
ment that the reduction is not in the interest 
of the planters at all. The only persons 
likely to benefit by it are the manufacturers. 
They have been running light stocks in an- 
ticipation of a change in the law; and it is 
now publicly announced that they have all 
entered into a combination to prevent a re- 
duction in prices. About one thousand man- 
ufacturers are in the combination, and they 
control all the important factories and 
nearly all the tobacco-machinery in the coun- 
try. They will noi be able to keep up prices 
indefinitely, but they can do so for a long 
time. Meanwhile, they can dispose of their 
old stocks at former prices, and, buying 
some of the new crop at low rates, sell it as 
before. The planters will not gain anything 
from the reduction unless the demand is in- 
creased, and the demand cannot increase 
while the high prices are kept up. 


prive consumers of the advantage of the re- 
duction.

lamation, will consist of forty-two Democrats, 
thirty-two Republicans, and one Independ- 
ent (Davis, of Illinois), and there will be 
one vacancy (in the New Hampshire 
tion).

Simon Hassler’s * Railway Polka.” Still, this 
is but a trifling blemish.

This passage leads us gently to the second 
movement, * Pieasant Impressions on Arriving 
in the Country.“ Here the genius of the com- 
poser begins to show itself. <A few strong and 
expressiye chords on the violins show the man 
taking off his duster. He then proceeds, as in- 
dicated by the base viol, alobg the margin ofa 
babbling rivulet (Lhe scene is laid somewhere 
back of Weebawken), which presently leads him 
into the open fields, which are just getting 
clothed N with the luxurious garb of 
spring. The “ Budding ef the Violets” is a 
tender staccato on the bess drum. You can al- 
most bear the violets bud. Especially is this 
the case with one big violet over near the bas- 
soon. The triangle and the ’celli are then called 
into requisition to indicate the unusually ad- 
vanced state of the season. Here the man steps 
into the rivulet. This is done by the tuba; but 
the entire orchestra is calied upon to handie the 
passage immediately subsequeut, which is, after 
a fashion, personal and deseriptive. 

The man sits down on the bank to dry his 
feet (celli), and while thus engaged a party of 
haymakers approach. The * Chorus of the Har- 
makers” is one of the gems of the work, One 
bayuiaker strikes our critic’s ear as being a little 
out uf tune; but we do not want to be too hard 
on tlie com poser. 

The haymakers begin work on the grass (clar- 
ionet), and one of thera cuts bis toe on a scythe 
(oplticivide), which obliges him to go to the 
blackberry bush ia the coruer of the field for 
solace in a black jus (oboe). 

The way that the smell of the fragrant hay is 
brought out all through this passage is a mas- 
terpiece im itself. The corbet is the instrument 
principally drawo upon for this purpose. 

After a brief rest. and the third movement is 
inaugurated, to use a political term. The main 
feature of this part is a thunder-storm, whicb 


the instrumeuts join in representing a precipi- 
tate rush of the entire dramatis persone for a 
butternut-tree,—the nature of the tree is dis- 
tinctly indicated in the music allotted to the 
piccolos. One piccolo shows the butter, and the 
other the nut. 

Tbe fourth movement is again episodical; but 
it is strongly dramatic’ in torm. The rain has 
stopped, and it clears up, witha stroug west 
wind blowing from tne triangie. 

Ine traveler goes off to a cottage in the im- 
mediate vicinity to get something to drink. 
This prestissimo passage is followed by one 
forte aml agitato—camnuate agitato—when the 
waylarer fiuds that there is vothing but butter- 
milk in the house. is about to drink the but- 


termilk, adagio sforzando pizzicato, when a 


tramp heaves in’ sight (tremolo on the snare 
drum) aud offers a drink of what we judge trom 
The drink is 
taken, allegro, aud a little too fast. Result, 
choke on the tr@mbope, and none leit 
for the tramp. The movement closes 
abruptly when the traveler is asked to pay 25 
ceuts for the buttermilk, His indignant pro- 
test necessitates the introduction of a steam 
calliope, which belps the orchestra out in ex- 
pressing his sentiments; and the movement 
closes in a burst of stormy Wagnerian melody. 

The difta and final movement represents the 
traveler’s return to the city by the railway. It 
is avery narmonious and artistic creation, be- 
ing, ia fact, the first movement played back- 
ward, with the addition that the man loses his 
ticket and bas to pay double fare home.

—the winter ian town. His apartment in the 
Rue de Boulogne is not a large one, but it is ex- 
quisitely habitable. One room is hung with 
rare tapestry, furnished in old brown oak 
quatutly carved, and lit by stained glass, cun- 
ningly fitted tothe original sashes to form a 
doubie thickness of window. ‘The effect of this 
exclusion of the raw light, especially in the win- 
ter, is most soothing and agreeable. There is 
always a chastened summer’s giow in the room, 
as though a bright sun were falling through 
richly-colored leaves. The glass is as genuine 
as the tapestry; be is as much of a realist in up- 
holstery as he is a naturalist iu literature. Every 
pane is centuries old; and, as they belong to 
different epocbs, all taken together constitute 


a sort of pictorial record of every great 
stage of this branch of art. ‘The draw- 
ing-room in which he writes is less 


archaic, It is full of pictures, chiefly—one might 
say exclusively—by the men of the Impres- 
siohist school, his earliest and his latest friends. 
These try to give in art what he tries to give in 
literature—ihe absolute verity; but people say 
that they have attained tono more at present 
than the absolute daub. ‘They are dreadfully 
chaffed. ‘They are sometimes called the Gun- 
school, on the supposition that their method of 
work is to load a rifle with color, discharge it at 
the canvas, and send the results to the Salon 
for public show. The best picture is a portrait 
of Zola by Manet, which still leaves much to be 
desired as a fair rendering of that curious round 
face, scrubby beard and hair, small meauingless 
nose, and eyes and forehead that tell the whole 
tale. 

His portfolios of studies for his different 
works are imposing affairs. There are minutest 
notes drawn from actual observation of the 
scenery amid which the characters move, scraps 

- ef dialogue taken down hot from the lips, ex- 
tenbive fres@arches into dialects and slangs, 
physiological studies, annotations of medi- 
cal reports. He does his best work 
in the morning, and he baruly ever 
misses a morning. From 9 to 1 you will seldom 
fai! to find him at his table in the drawing-room. 
it is the only period of the day he can make 
quite sure of, and he devotes it to his best 
work, the novels. It is not only the hours that 
are fixed; the daily tale of labor is almost un- 
varying all the year round; just three pages (of 
print), neither more nor less. To-day’s count 
of manuscript sheets finished, it is added to 
yesterday’s; and soon, almost without knowing 
it, Zola tinds that he has finished one more 
book. He writes with labor, and is a severe 
critic for himself; a circumstance which he 
seems to think gives bim a right to be severe on 
others. He breakfasts at 1 heartily, perbaps 
takes a nap after, then falls to on his journalistic 
and other periodical work. In the evening he 
loves to shut himself up with a few friends * of 
the school at home. 


THE BEVERAGE OF BERLIN. 
Pall Mail Gesaetie. 

Two typical institutions of the German Capital 
are its weiss bier and wein stuben, both usually 
to be met with in-the quieter strects, and fre- 
quented by regular rather than by chance 
customers. The Berliner of the old type is 
usually a weiss-beer drinker, who regards the 
beverage as peculiar to the city, and is fond of 
expatiating upon its merits to strangers. You 
no sooner become acquainted with a man of this 
class than he will ask your epinion of the 
weiss. I remembered being sorely puzzled 
by av inquiry of the kind, and on replying, 
hesitating)y, ‘‘The weiss! What is the weiss!“ 
my friend said, in areproachiul tone, What! 
you have beep among us a whole week and not 
tasted the weiss yet?” and then bur- 
ried me along un we reached a build- 
ing with Weissbier Ausschank painted 
in huge black letters on the 
facade. Here we found ourselves in front of a 
small counter, behind, which three individuals 
were engaged in uncorking stone bottles and 
carefully pouring their contents into huge 
giasses, each holding more than half a gailon, 
while a fourth was removing kippered lam- 
preys from a barrel. Right and leit lay the 
weiss beer stuben, decorated, like all the beer- 
saloons of Berlin, with plaster busts of the Em- 
peror, the Crown Prince, and Fuerst von Bis- 
marck. All the little tables crowding both 
apartments were occupied by guests whose 
rosy faces and rotund forms at tested a familiar- 
ity with the good things of this life. Before 
every one stood a gigantic tumbler, containing a 
liquid, pale and clear as Rhine wine, and sur- 
mounted by a hugecrown of froth. This was 
the famous weiss.“ The liquor being ordered 
and duly brought, we observed that the quart 
bottle filled not more than one-third of the 
large giass, the voluminous head of froth not 
only occupying the remaining space, but foam- 
ing over the sides. Hence the necessity for such 
capacious tumblers, which a novice is only abie 
to raise to bis lips by the aid of both 
bands. Not so, bowever, the experienced 
weiss bier drinker, who, by long practice, has 
acquired the knack of balancing. as it were, the 
bottom of a glass upon his outstretched little 
Ruger. while he grasps the side with the remaiv- 
ing lingers and thumb of the same hand. A 
preliminary nip of kumme) (anise seed) is con- 
sidered de riguer, and, this disposed of, the Ber- 
liner will drink his tour quarts of Kuhle blende 
—as weiss beer is poetically termed by ite ad- 
mirers—as readily as his native sand sucks in a 
summer shower, exciting his thirst perhaps once 
in the course of the operation some salted 
delicacy such asa Jamprey. Berlin is the city 
where the kuble bionde is obtained in the great- 
est perfection. It should be drank when it is of 
a certain age, be largely impregnated with car- 
bonic acid gas, and should havefacquired a pecul- 
iar, sharp, dry, and by no means disagreeable 
flavor. To the ordinary unstrung Berliper a 
moderate quantity of the weiss is as soda and 
brandy to the “seedy” Englishman. After an 
evening of excess bis steps invariably tend to 
the weiss beer stube, there to quench ‘bis thirst 
with a draught of kuble blonde, and stimulate 
his palid appetite with knoblauchwurst, a deli-

A PROLIFIC FRENCH WRITER, 
London Telegraph. 

In the late M. Clairville, the well-known 
dramatist, who died a few davs since, has 
lost an estimable man and a most prolific and 
versatile writer; while the English stage in gen- 
eral, and English dramatic authors ip particular, 
may mourn the passing away of a coastant, al- 
though not always gratefully-requited, bene- 


the sock and buskin beiore he devoted himself 
to the pen, having made his first appearance on 
any stage at the little Theate of the Luxem- 
bourg when he was only 10 years of age. He 
acted and wrote for the house in question during 
a period of eighteen years, and subsequently bo- 
came manager of the Ambigu. He is said 
to have produced in all 600 comedies and farces, 
some written singie-handed. and the rest under- 
taken in conjunction with M. Dennery and other 
collaborateurs. His very latest productions 
were likewise his most successful works, to-wit: 
“La Fille de Madame Angot”’ and “Les 
Cloches de,Corneville,’’ which continue to charm 
English as well as Parisian audiences, and in 
which the symmetrical construction and frolic- 
some dialogue of the dramatist lend grace and 
strength to the vivacious music of the composer. 
M. Clairville was, his long life through, an es- 
sentially comic writer. It was simply his 
business to make play-goers laugh, and con- 
tinuously admirable aid he show himself in his 
yovation. He must have made in his time the 
fortune of « scOdre of minor theatres, and 
the fame of fifty low comedians and as many 
soubrettes. Of droli equivoques and laughable 
entanglements he seemed to have au inexbausti- 
ble supply. He rarely repeated himself, and 
when, as occasionally bappened, he borrowed 
his pilots from novels, he made the farces on 
wuich they were founded much funnier than the 
romances themselves. In private life M. Clair- 
ville was, it is stated, a bourgeois of the bour- 
geois,—so respectable, indeed, that M. Joseph 
Prudbomme might have recognized in him à 
man and a brother.

What Is Thought in Germany of the United 

States-—Astonishment at Our Favorable 
Balance of Trade. 

Correspindence Cincinnati Gazette. 

FRANKFORT-ON-THE-MAIN, Feb. 24.—The 
splendid balance of trade which our country has 
enjoyed during the past year is something as- 
tonishing to the good people here and here- 
abyuts. They are astonished, bewildered, ter- 
rified; for this, to us a pillar of light, is a dark, 
ominous shadow to the industries of the Old 
World. It inspires at once respect and fear 
throughout this Continent. Nothing, in fact, 
that has happened during. the past century, not 
excepting the suppression of the Rebellion, has 
given the United States so great a name, aud 
has eompelled such profound fespect for our Re- 
public all over Europe, as this great industrial 
and commercial triumph, ‘You are playing 
the mischief with us over here,“ said to me one 
of the great bankers of F-ankfort, not thirty- 
six hours ago. He was speaking of our balance 
of trade. Lou have a wonderful country,” 
said he. It is a perfeet marvel. Your im- 
piements, your machinery, your inventions of 
all Kinds, are invading us in every department 
of production. Just think of it: $300,000,000 
balance in vour favor last year, and io my judg- 
ment that is only a beginning. You will goto 
$1,000,000,000 before vou stop.“ 

This was the language ot-a cool, calculating 
financier, the head of one of the wealthiest and 
oldest banking firms @f this old banking city. 
And what he said is . de heard here, in sub- 
Stance, everyday. ‘* ¥our country is a wunder- 
aid,“ say the Germans to me continually. Not 
all of them, of course, speak thus; there are 
now and then exceptions.. For instance, I over- 
heard, last evening, one of the great wine-mer- 
chants here asking | au elegant]\-dressed lady at 
his side whether she had ever been in America. 
»Nein, Gott sei dank,“ said she, with emphasis. 
The tone of that reply indicated that she 
thought good old Deutschlund was the very 
Paradise of this earth, and that America was 
the country to which all wieked Germans go 
when they die. So one heats now and then. 
But thereis no national name that this day 
commands more respect in Germany than that 
of the United States. And this for two reasons: 
First, and above all, because of our financial 
success in the, resumption of specie- payments; 
second, because of our industrial and commer- 
cial success, as indicated by such a balance of 
trade as no other country in the world now en- 
joys. * 

This very day a German said to me he was as- 
tonished at the inventive actwity of the Ameri- 
can people. ‘* Why is it.“ said he, „that vou 
are continually bringing out so many new and 
useful things!“ 
is, that our Patent laws give to our inventors 
the full benefit of their discoveries; and many 
poor men have become suddenly rich who have 
had wit enough to make themselves pubiie ben- 
efactors.”’ I felt like giving him what seemed 
to me another and better reason, by saying that 
in our country there is perfect freedom of intel- 
lectual activicy, and that-our political and social 
system is such as to stimulate and encourage it. 
But he might pot have understood that, or he 
might have thought it only a bit of Yankee 
bombast. 


WARD H. LAMON. 


Finely-Exaggerated Statements About This 
Giant. 
Correspondence New York Sun. 

Wasnineton, March 10.—Almost any day 
during what is called the season here you may 
see Ward H. Lamon, the biographer of Lincoln, 
in the rotunda or corridors of the Capitol. His 
immense frame, his long, black curls, touched 
with siver, and nis open, kindly countenance ar- 
rest attention, and strangers invariably point 
him out and ask who be is. His friendships 
seem to be mainly with the set that came in 
with Lincoln, and he and Judge Davis are now 
and then seen in cldse conference, their protrud- 
ing forms touching in the most beautiful amity, 
while their faces are a good yard or two apart. 
They weigh precisely the same,—304 pounds 
apiece. But Lamon carries his enormous 
burden with edse, and, I may almost 
say, with grace. It is well distributed 
and solid, suggesting power rather than the 
incumbrance which usually besets the fat. 
Lamon is in very truth a magnificent animal,— 
powerful, statuesque, almost tremendous. He 
would make a bettcr model for an image of 
Hercules than the hero himself. His arm is 
thicker thas one of Deacon Richard Smith’s 
truly good legs, and there is a superstition out 
in Illinois that it is made of iron. If Donn Piatt 
had been struck by him he never would have 
made the playful remark that he had been 
kicked by a mule, but would have closed his 
eyes forever, under the impression that the 
dome had fallen. 

When the Chicago Convention was assem- 
bling in, 1860, it was whispered, about that ‘Tom 
Hyer, the pugilist, had arrivefl with a great 
gang of New York roughs to hold the galleries 
and fight and howl for Seward. Lincoln’s 
friends selected Lamon to lead a select. corps of 
lilinois bitters to clear out the New York 
gentry, aud, if necessary, to whip Hver; and 
ihe thing was done in good time and workman- 
like style. During the War, a mounted sentinel 
ordered Laman’s carriage from the side-door 
of Willard’s Hotel. The carriage contained la- 
dies, and the Marsbal’s blood mounted in an 
instant. He walked up to the man, seized the 
horse by the rump, and dragged him about half 
a square Gown the street, the soldier as much 
amazed the while as if be had been corporeaily 
grappled by Satan himself. I have seen pict- 
uses of grizzly bears pulling mules around in 
this fashion, but it is not oiten that yon see a 
man doit. Being Marshal of the District, he 
had no little trouble at this time with the War 
Department and the military generally, He had 
a great many blacks legally committed to his 
custody. and his strong determination to keep 
and deal with them according to law was a 
dreadful scandal to sundry members of Con- 
gress. They charged him with disloyalty, and 
besought Lincoln to remove him; but Lincoln 
only laughed at them and told them stori¢s— 
very amusing to him, but very exasjjerat- 
ing jto them-to illustrate what a good fel- 
low * Hill,” as be called him, was, anil how ill 
he could afford to spare him. But at jength 
the crisis arrived. Jhe Marshal went one night 
to dine with old Mr. Blair out at Silver Springs, 
and when be returned his deputy informed him 
that the Military Governor had taken possession 
of the jajl, and put there a guard composed of 
a Sereeavt aud about a dozen men., Lamon 
con-ulted Mr. Carlisle, his regular counsel, and, 
ascertaining that this intrusion was utterly 
witbout warrant of law, announced his inten- 
tion of retaking the place, which he proceeded 
to do at once. Alone, and with his on hands, 
he disarmed the entire party, took the kevs 
from the Sergeant. locked up,him and bis men, 
stacked their arms, and then reported to Mr. 
Lincoln the state of affairs. He was sustained, 
as he always was, by the ‘President, and in due 
time a ponderous opinion from Father Bates put 
an end to the military siege of the jail, whicn 
Lamon meanwhil¢ had pus into a posture of de- 
fense, and determined to hold at any cost. 
About the same time Mr. Stanton had made up 
his mind to seize ahousethat Lamon had bought 
and was fitting up for the reception of his fam: 
iby. ‘“iffyou do that,“ said Lamon, at the con- 
clusion of an interview in which the Secretary 
had beén verv offensive, III kill von.“ Stan- 
ton webt immediately to the President, and in- 
formed him that the Marshal had threatenea to 
murder him. Well, Stanton,“ said Lincoln, 
it be really said it, I'd advise you to prepare 
fer your end, for Hill’s a man of bis wofd. But 
Vileee him, and try if I can’t get him to spare 
vour life on my account. He's a great friend of 
mine, vou know.“ But Mr. Stanton did not 
take the bouse. | 

Whatever history may say of the alleged con- 
spiracy ta murder Mr. Lincoln in Baltimore, on 
his way to ve inaugurated, the danger was cer- 
tainly considered rea! aud imminent by those 
who had bim in charge. After the reception at 
Harrisburg it became necessary to select a sin- 
gle man to accompany him on his perjlvus secret 
journey to Washington by way of Philadeipbia 
and Baltimore. Mr. and Mrs. Lipeoln both 
chose Lamon without hesitation. They knew 
him of old, and Mrs. Lincoln said she would not 
trust ber husband with any other companion. 
Lamon has told the story of that midnight ride 
in his Life of, Lincoln, and ridicul.d the ap- 
prehensions felt at the time. But Mr. Lincoln, 
who wes as brave a man as ever hved, would not 
have submitted to the indignity of being clan- 
destinely passed into the Capital it be had not 
belreved that bis life would pay the penalty of 
pon-compliance. |

apprehension the Marshal slept ia tue White 
House. But after the surrender, when Mr. Lin- 
coln was an object of reverence tp all, and 
apparently of hatred to none,—when it was 
plain that the South saw.in him the only 
friend who was both able and willing to save it 
from same of the worst consequentées of the 
War,—the Marshal relaxed his vigilandée for twen- 
tv-four hours, and, going to Richmond to take a 
look at thé conquered Capital. found that the 
event which he had so long dreaded bad occur- 
red atthe very momert when it was to have 
been least expected. Many believe that had he 
been in Washington on that fatal night Booth’s 
shot would never baye been fired.

MEXICAN EXPOSITION. 


Official Address by the Minister of Public 
Works to Governors of States on the Ob- 
jects of the Enterprise. 

REPUBLIC OF MrxIico, SECRETARY OF STATE 
AND DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS, COLONI- 
ZATION, LNDUSTRY, AND COMMERCE, MEXICO, 
Feb, 17; 1879.—By direction of the President of 
the Republic this Department has determined 
that an international exhibition of the products 
of agrieulture, industry, scieuces, aid arts shall 
be held next year in the City of Mexico, 
which exhibition will be carried out through pre- 
vious enaciment of the General Congress, to 
whom the bill will be submitted next term. 

To arrive at this resolution, which answers to 
the ne¢essities of the policy adopted in regara 
to commerce and the development of the 
economical interests of the country, the Exec- 
utive has borne in mind considerations of the 
utmost importance, which are udt to be con- 
cealed from your enlightenment and that of 
the people whose destinies vou rule so wiscly. 

In harmony with the ovinions of many dis- 
tinguighed citizens, the Executive believes that 
the origin of the greater evils which, until 
now, our country has suffered is an economical 
racher thao a political one, and that in order to 
check those evils not only are the patriotic ef- 
forts of the good sons of Mexico required, but 
also the effective concurrence of foreign intel- 
ligence and capital. 

Thege valuable| elements of welfare and 
greatness must be made to combine in the work 
which the present administration desires to in- 
augurate—that of the development of the ele- 
ment of labor, which is the foundation of a 
progress prolific in results of order and peace. 

The Executive believes that an international 
exhibition—the most proper means of bringing 
together the intelligent and enterprising men of 
all nations—must be favorable. bv this mere 
fact, to the realization of the ends indicated, in 
so much as it wil) rectify the errors which are 
afloat regarding our country, as well as because 
it will expand actual markets and open new 
ones to tbe preducts of Mexican agriculture 
and industry, thereby paving the way to the so- 
lution of the problem regarding the construc- 
tion apd operation of railways in Mexico, of 
the no less difficult one regarding colonization, 
and of others which, directly or indirectly, de- 
pend on these, and which embody the secret 
of the peace and prosperity of the Re- 
public. The importance and magnitude of 
the ends, the realization of which 
is sought for, do not allow the Executive to 
hesitate in its determination, and the steps 
which appear necessary tocarry out the measures 
to which I refer are being taker. By order of 
the President, Messrs. Sebastian Camacho, Mar- 
jana Barcena, and Miguel Hidalyo y leran form 
the Mapaging Committee of the exhibition. 
This Committee, under instructions from this 
department, is intrusted with the appointment 
of committees and sub-committees, with the 
framiug of the regulations, the plan of classifi- 
cations, etc., etc., and correspondence relative 
to the exhibition will have to be addressed to it. 

The Executive, désirous of maintaining itself 
at the height of its purpose, will, in the name 
of Mexico, invite all nations, without even ex- 
cepting those whose goverumente have not es- 
tablished or revewet diplomatic relations with 
that of the Republic. ‘The Powers who main- 
tain such relations are at liberty, the same as 
the States of the Mexican Federation, to con- 
struct, at their expense, buildings or pavilions 
on the grounds destined for the exhibition, ac- 
cording to the rules, which will be issued in due 
time. 

Fereign exhibitors, as well as those of the 
Mexican States, will be free to exhibit their ar- 
ticles in the buildings or pavilions raised by the 
(joverpments of their respective nations or 
States, or in the cammon building for the erhi- 
bition, as it may suit their interests. 

The Governments that maintain relations 
with that of the Republic will be respectfully 
juvited to send special Commissioners to the 
exhibition. Those who do not hold such rela- 
tions may appoidt, if they deem proper, private 
agents, whowillenjoy the same attentions and 
facilities as the Official oncs. 

In due time tlie ports of entry for objects des- 
tined to the exhibition will be deterinined. 
Those objects, in accordance wittr the regula- 
tions that the Department of Finance will duly 
issue, shall pay ho duties, except in case of sale, 
and may remain exposed during six months ex- 
empt from all ldca] or warehouse charges. 

The Managing Committce will shortly pub- 
lish in the Nalſan. Lugiish, French, aud Ger- 
man languages, art with the approvai of this 
department, thé necessary regulations for car- 
rying out the exhibition in the most advan- 
tageous manner tothe exhibitors and to the 
Republic. 

The efforts of the Executive would be fruit- 
leas did it not count with the enlightened and 
patriotic co-operation of the peoples aud the 
Clovernments of the States composing the Mex- 
ican federation: but the ePresident entertains 
with satisfaction the certainty that, in the reali- 
zation of measures such as those embracing the 
idea of an international exhibition, he can 
count upon the good will and efforts of all 
patriotic Mexicans. 

The tendency to wait for better times in order 
to carry out great enterprises requisite for the 
progress of qut country was thie reason why our 
previous Governments maintgined thenjselves 
in a vicious circle, which enervated the best in 
tentions in favor of the country. The oppor- 
tunities wasted in waiting for better times con- 
stantiv served for the increase of elements un- 
combated, such as poverty, ignorauce, and 
disorder, and to such an extent that no remedy 
was ever put td the Cravest and growing evils of 
the country. 

The present Administration, desirous of avail- 
ing itself of this sad experience, is determined 
tu inaugurate a new policy and lay the founda- 
tions of an économidal reform, without which it 
isimpossible for the countryſto enter upon an 
era of peace and true proegregs. lo refute the 
erroveous impressions heid in foreign parts with 
respect to Mexico. and which have been 80 
prejudicial to the interests of capital and labor: 
to open new markets lor nate productions. to 
protect tue Mexican consumer by promoting 
competition in articles imported from abroad 
into our country: to attract the elements 
which will ülae us iu the position to solve our 
economical! and social problems: these are the 
objects whi¢h the Executive purposes realizing 
by means of the announce exhibition, the 
works for which have been cornmenced to-day by 
the engineers of this department. 

The President trusts that the enlightened Gov- 
ernment o¥er which you so Worthily preside, as 
well as the inhabitants of that State, will, with 
their well-known patriotisin; second the views 
of the Executive, by dictating at once all those 
measures Which may tend to render the exhibi- 
tion useful as a means for improving the con- 
dition of the Republic and the greater welfare 
Of its sous.

MOLINE WATER-POWER. | 


Very Strange Conduct on the Part 
of Congress. 


The Rock Island Arsenal Water-Power 
to Be Leased Why! 


Some Excuses and Reasons Given by 
Certain Senators. 


From the Congressional Record—Proceedings of March 
3 in the Aenmu te. 

The following Cunference Committee reported 
the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill with nu- 
merous amendments, recommending their adop- 
tion: William Windom, 8. W. Dorsey, H. G. 
Davis, Managers on the part of the Senate; J. 
D. C. Atkins, Abram S. Hewitt, Eugene Hale, 
Managers on the part of the House. 

Mr. Edmunds—1 should be glad to have that 
part of the conference report relating to Senate 
amendment No. 41 read. 

The Vice-President—It will be reported. 

The Secretary read as follows: 

That the Senate recede from its amendment 
numbered 41, with an amendment as follows: 

In lieu of said amendment insert the following: 

That the Secretar, of Waris hereby authorized 
and empowered to ease the water-powerat Moline, 
or such portion zs may de Agreed upon, to the 
Moline Water-Power Company, upon such terms 
und conditions and for such term of years as may 
be agreed upon, if the same can be done consist- 
ently with the interests of the Government of the 
United States, said lease to be made upon the con- 
dition that the said Moline Water-Jower Company 
shail go on and complete the development of the 
water-power and maintain it at its Own cost and 
expense, 

Mr. Edmunds, of Vermont—The amendment 
proposed by the Senate to the bill of the House 
in respect to this subject is as follows: 

For completing the development of the water- 
power at the Rock Island Arsenal, in pursuance of 
contracts made with the Moline Water-Power 
Company. $25, 000, 

I perceive that the Conference Committee, 
instead of confining itself to the questions of 
how much money should be appropriated to 
carry cut the existing laws and contracts made 


in pursuance of them, bas gone into a species of 
legislation providing for new arrangements in 
the discretion of the Secretary of War with 
what I assume is a State corporation, and for 
leasing this wuter-power for an indefinite 
period in the discretion of the Secretary of 
War, and upon such terms as he thinks it fit to 
agree to, subject to the engagement that the 
State corporation shall keep the water-power in 
repair. I submit, Mr. President, although I 
know how hopeless it is, that the Conference 
Committee, op the part of the Senate, have 
in substance exceeded their powers. They 
proceeded to enter into an entirely new 
scheme of legislation, conferring unlimited 
powers with one exception (and that merely the 
exception of requiring a promise or condition) 
upon one Executive officer of the Government 
in respect of the disposition for an wun’imited 
time in the same discretion of an important and 
as I must suppose necessary adjunct to the Rock 
Island Arsenal, namely, the water-power that the 
United States at the expense, I believe, of 
millions of dollars has created. 

Now, Mr. President, I sbould be glad to have 
the Chairman of the Conference Committee ex- 
plain to the Senate upon what principles 
of parliamentary propriety in the execu- 
tion of the trust that was re- 
posed in that Committee this thing has been 
done, and what exigency of public necessity it 
is that has imported into this bill, for the first 
time, and without any previous discussion so 
far as I know in either House,—though 
I have no right to speak the other,— 
without any previous discubsion so far as l 
know in this House on a subject of this impor- 
tance, a large delegation of discretion for the 
disposal of the property of the United States to 


this officer. 

Mr. Windom, of Minnesota—Mr. President, I 
do not know whether I can technically, to the 
{ull extent that will de required by the Senator 
from Vermont, defend that amendment or not. 
I want to say, with reference to that and one 
other amendment in the bill, that under the cir- 
cumstances in which the Committee were placed 
it is barely possible that the technical rule was 
not as strictly enforced as it might have been. 
1 shall not attempt to say that itis, in the entire 
strictness with which the Senator would enforce 
it, in onder. It may have been 
inadvertentiy admitted as in one other 
case to which I will call the 
attention of the Senate directiy. I leave the 
matter entirelv to the Senate. If the Senator 
from Vermont insists on the point of order, the 
bill may be lost. 

Mr. Edmunds—I should not mind much about 
that under existing circumstances. What Il am 
chiefly desirods of ascertaining just now, if my 
ponorable friend from Minnesota will listen to 
me, is. what are the business necessities, and ar- 
raugements, and prospecte, and exigencies, In 
other words the whole state of the situation, 
that compelled our Committee to assent (be- 
cause I must suppose it was forced upon them 
by the other House) to this arrangement. I 
think the Senate ought to know what the neces- 
sity of itis, the grounds upon which it pro- 
ceeded, and so on, 

Mr. Windom— This is an old controversy that 
has existed a long while with reference to 
this Moline water-power, the Senate insist- 
ing upon makingan apppo priation, and the Con- 
ference Committee on the partof the House this 
year insisting on making none. It was fivally, 
upon consultation with the member from that 
district [Henderson] and the Senator from 
Iilinois himself, I think, who is pow before me 
[Mr. Davis], and I think also bv an understand- 
iag with others who knew personally of the cir- 
cumstances, this paper Was agreed to and hand- 
ed to the Committee with the understanding 
that it would be a satisfactory adjustment. 
Seeing no harm in it (7), and having so frequent- 
ly beard of it, and thinking this would take us 
out of the difficulty (0, the Committee did agree 
ton. I have no further defense to make I 
ean only say that the Committee have done the 
very best that they could in the time limited. I 
do not know but that they may have made a 
technical mistake. If 80, they’ simply submit 
‘the bill to the Senate, and if there is anything 
wrong growing out of the mistake the Senator 
will make the poiet of order. What will 
then become of the conference report 1 do 
not know. If, in the judgment of the Senate, 
this is a technical error, | do not know but that 
there will be time to get up another conlerence 
report on the bill. 1 certainly will do the very 
best Lean to bring it to a vote, if, in the judg- 
ment of the Senate, this is a technical violation 
of the rule. 

Mr. Edmunds—-What I am after, and what I 
have failed to get so far, is a clear and definite 
statement of exactly bow this case stands, and 
why this provision that is now in the conference 
report that we have never heard of before 
ought to be there. 

Mr. Davis, of IIUIinois— The Moline Water- 
Power Com any, on the application and request 
of the United States, dceded the water-power 
about Rock Island, which is necessary for all 
the works of the Government there, and the 
Goverument contra, ted with this Company to 
develop that water-power aud keep it up. That 
requires annual expenditures of moncy. One of 
the members of the Conicrence Committee of 
the other House | Hewitt, of New York), if ti is 
proper to sar so, Is opposed, as I understand, to 
this thing entirely. Ile is opposed to the Kock 
Island Arsenal; he is opposed to carrying out 
the contract of the Government there. I ap- 
plied at the instance of the proper 
authorities for an appropriation of $75,000, 
which was necessary, in the opinion of 
the authorities, to do what the Government had 
engaged to do in reference to this matter. The 
Committee on Appropriations thought proper 
to reduce it to $25,000, in which the member rep- 
resenting the district ip the other House,although 
not satisfied, acquicsced. In my judgment 
there should be no reconveyance of the water- 
power to the Moline Company at all; it is 
wanted and needed by the Government of the 
United States in the development of the great 
work which is going on there, and 1 do not 
think it ought to de leased to them, 
nor do I believe the Secretary of War will lease 
it to this Company. I thought that the pro- 
vision was a harmless one in that respect (H and, 
therefore, it having the assent of the member 
from the district Henderson], I remarked to 
the Chairman of the Committee that, if the ap- 
propriation could not be obtained to insert 
this, because it seemed to be satisfactory to the 
member from the district (Y). 

Mr. Edmunds—I suppose it is my own fault, 
but mv lack of information is almost as dense 
now as it was before. I should like my hon- 
orable friend from IIlinois or somebody else to 
tell me one or two things, if he knows them. 
The Senator hag stated, and I have no doubt 


correctly, that the Moline Water-Power Com-

Mr. Davis, of I!inois—I do not know. 

Mr. Edmuvds—The Senator informs me that 
he does not know. is there any member of the

Mr. Davis, of IIlinois— The contracts were be- 
fore the deed. 

Mr. Edmunds—If the Conference Committee 
does not know, then I suppose we must go with- 
out the information. 

Mr. Allison—I have the contract here before 
me. I do not remember the amount paid. 1 
Want to say to the Senator from Vermont that 1 
dislike quite as much as he does this arrange 
ment of reconveying this water-power to the 
Moline Water-Power Company. ‘The contract 
in terms provides that the United States Gor- 
ernment shall hold this water-power and use a 
portion of it in perpetuity and retain the re- 
mainder of it. I should like o say one word 
aim quite familiar. as is 
the Senator from Iliinois, with the Rock Istand 
Arsenal. The Government of the United States 
Gid engage with tois Water-Power Company to 
develop the power. and they bave developed it 
to a certain degree; but they have also improved 
the maiu channel of the Mississippi River, and 
by doiug so have diverted water which properly 
belongs to the Moline Water-Power Company, 
as J understand, to the main channel, thus re- 
quiring an additional expenditure at this time 
for ihe purpose of maintaining sufficient water 
in its dam or race that is uow used by various 
manufacturing companies. Therefore the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations inserted 825.000 to 
remove these obstructions and open up this 
water- wav; but, as has been said by.the Senator 
jrom Iliinvis, there are peovle—I need not say 
where or who they are—who are determined 
that this Rock Island Arsenal shall be 
aestroved. [Hewitt, for instance.}| One of the 
reasons Why an arsenal was fixed at Rock 
Island was that there is there a vast accumula- 
tion ol water that may be utilized by the’ Gov- 
ernment for the purposes of an arsenal. Of 
course, if this water-power is reconveyed to the 
Mohne Water-Power Company, the United 
States can use no portion f it, and when the 
United States shall cease to use the water- 
power an argument will be made. Why have 
an arsenal on Hock Island?’ ‘Trerefore, Mr. 
President, although I have absolute e nticence 
that the Secretary of War will not cxercise this 
discretionary power conferred upon him, J it 
was it hostiie hands I should regret exceedingly 
to see this Senate adopt the conference report, 
which would enable the Secretary of War to de- 
prive the Government of the United States of 
the creat advantage of this water-power for all 
time to come. I regret exceedingly to see this 
provision in this bill, although I leel quite sure, 
as does the Senator from Illinois, that the pres- 
eut Secretary of War will not exercise the pow- 
er conferred upon him in this bill. 

Mr. Windom—I hope the Senate will vote 
down the conference report] and let a new Com- 
mittee be appointed. 

Mr. Davis, of Lllinois—I[ have no objection to 
having it voted down on that point. 1 believe 
with the Senator from lowa that it is the pur- 
pose of certain persons to destroy the arsenal at 
Rock Island. 

Mr. Kirkwood—Certain interests. 

Mr. Davis, of IIlinois— And so of the Armory 
of Springfield, Mass. These interests want to 
have arms manufactured by private associations 
Jam opposed to that. There is no place in this 
country where a great work of this kind is bet- 
ter lixed than at Rock Island. ‘The Goveru— 
inent purchased this power because the agents 
of the Government belicvedit was necessary to 
the complete development of the plans there, 
and I believe that it is; but itis just as the 
Senator trom Iowa says, that in the improve- 
ment of the main channel of the river there has 
been created an obstruction, and the Moline 
Water-Power Company cannot get the necessary 
amount of water to which they are entitled to 
carry on their work. Moline is a place of 10,000 
people; itis one of the most prosperous manu- 
facturing places in the State of Illinois: and we 
cannot get through an appropriation of money 
enough for the Government to carry 
out its own contract. 1 do not believe 
that this water-power should be recon- 
vered to that Company at all. I believe that 
it will become absolutely necessary tor the pur- 
poses of the Government. Although I think 
this provision itself is harmless as it is because 
the Secretary of War will not make the lease, 
yet Lhave not the slightest objection to the 
proposition being cast out entirely. 

Mr. Dawes—l do not know that I am aware of 
the exact effect of this proposition. I desire to 
state, however, that | have had some experi- 
ence in regard to this Moline Water-Power Com- 
panv and the arsenal at Rock Island, and it isa 
matter of the utmost importance to the United 
States, as well as to the Moline Water-Power 
Company. If I understand it aright, the United 
States is dependent for ail its water-power upon 
that Company, and undertook a vast work upon 
Rock Island, which reflects great credit upon 
its projectors, and is of great consequence to 
the United States. But the United States is 
dependent upon a contract it made with the 
Moline Water-Power Company for its water. A 
part of that contract, if I mistake not, is that the 
United States shall have power cnough 
and still leave power for the Moline 
Water-Power Company, and that the 
United States shall develop this power. 
There always has been a great deal of difli- 
culty in it; and, while I cannot teil what is the 
purpose of the proposition now, I hesitate at 
any change made in the last hours of the ses- 
sion by law without the arrangement being mu- 
tual, bevause you may cut off the United States 
entirely from that which makes Rock Island 
worth anything to it as an arsenal, or you may 
so cramp and destroy the water-oower of Moline 
that you will be obliged to make different ar 
rangements. I think originally if the United 
States had not depended upon this water-power 
at all, but had relied upon other power inde- 
pendent of it, the United States would have 
been better off; but they have gone too far. 
They have expended $7,000,000 in that arsenal, 
and they cannot retrace their steps, and they do 
not desire to do it. Thev have a more valuable 
property there than any other nation in the 
world has for that purpose, and they cannot 
treat it in any other spirit than with the utmost 
care: and I suggest to the gentleinen wo have 
charge of this conference report that there is 
nothing so necessary as to de very careful about 
that power. I know when I was upon another 
Committee on Appropriatious we got into a 
great difficulty in this same way, and had to re- 
fract our steps, undertaking by law to fix what 
should be done in the development of this 
water-power. 

Mr. Edmunds—I hope that the Senate of the 
United States, that is a perpetual body, will net 
feel itself coerced, either by tear of losing this 
bill or the fear of being obliged to meet again, 
into taking a step that it believes to be against 
the public interest. Now, I wish to call the at- 
tention of the Senate to the state of this case. 
Atthe expeuse of $7,000,000, as the Senator 
from Massachusetts has stated, we bave a great 
und important arsenal in the greatest an most 
growing region of the Republic, and we pur- 
chased and obtained a conveyance from the 
Moline Water Company, or whatever its name 
is, of a sufficient water richt to carry on the 
mauulacturing operations and necessities of 
this great work of ours. and ownit. Of course 
the Luited States owns this water-power, its 
portion of it with the correlative duty which 
exists in all such cases of doing 
its share to keep it in order, because, 
of course, where there is a single 
dam and different water rights, each owner 
must contribute in common to keep up the dam, 
iud keep out the sendlars, and so on. My 
honorable friend from Massachusetts states, 
and states correctly, that we have something 
more, a good deal more; I am only stating a 
part of the skeleton of the thing, so as not to 
take up time, that the Senate may see its un- 
portance and the danger of this step it is pro- 
posed we are to take without imiormation, with- 
out consideration, and ip violation of the spirit 
and also, 1 think, of the letter (though at first I 
did not make that point) of the duty of a con- 
ference committee. Now, I ask the attention 
of the Senate to this brief provision, for it is 
brief, upon the subject Of what becomes of tne 
rights of the United States to this water-power 
i; this amendment be agreed to, in the discre- 
tion of asinule officer of the Government, who 
may be changed trom day to day and from 
month fo month by the accidents of life or dis- 
ease and of all the other aflairs that enter in‘o 
the opcrations of official life. Now, what is it? 

Tust the Secretary of Waris hereby authorized 
and empuwered to lease the water-power at Moline, 
or such portion as may be agreed upon, to the 
Moline Water-Power Company— 

To the very grantors from whom we bought 
it at a great expense, it is now proposed that we 
shall jease it back again, they haviug got our 
money and our consideration in varidus Ways in 
the expenditure Of it to build up the property, 
get it ready for use, and now it shall be handed 
back to them— 
upon such terms and conditions and for such term 
of years as may be agreed upon— 

An absolutely indefinite delegation of power 
to a single ofticer of the Goverument to make a 
perpetual lease if he shall choose, so long as 
wood grows und water runs, as the phrase is in 
the rural districts, of this essential part of this 
property — 
if the same can be done consistently with the inter- 
terests of the Government of the United States— 

That is, in the opinion of the Secretary of 
War. Now notice whatfollows. The discretion 
ceases, and we now come toa descriptive allega- 
tion and declaration of what the nature of that 
lease is to de 
said lease to be made upon the condition that the 
said Moline Vi ater-Power Company shali go on and 
coupiete the development of the water - power, and 
maintain it at its own cost and expense. 

For whose benefit! The astute and patriotic 
gentieman who in his closet or office framed 
that amenument industriously forgot that this 
water-power should be kept up for the benefit 
of the United States. It is to be turned over

for their ov): uses as lessees, that they shall de- 
velop and complete and have it for their use at 
their own expense. In other words, it is a 
complete delegation of authority to tne Secre- 
tary of War to absolutely annibilate every m- 
terest and right of any beneficial ¢haracter 
that the United States nas in that water-power. 
Now, I do say, Mr. President, that there is no 
hour in the last dav of a session of Congress 0 
late that it will prevent me from resisting, as 
far as I can with decorum and propriety to 
Senators, such a scheme as that introduced for 
the first time in a conference between the two 
Houses. ‘Therefore, I hope the Senate will not 
he scared upon the subject of losing this bill. It 
is much better to lose the biil than it is to lose a 
niillion dollars aud destroy this property. We 
can rebuild up ain re-enact the bill but the 
property once gone we cannot get back. 

Mr. Kernatr—it is introduced for the first 
time in the conference repor. 

Mr. Edmunds—To ali intents an] purnoses it 
is, although it hangs upon these threads of the 
Senate amendment: 

For completing the development of the water- 
power at the Rock [sland Arsenal, in pursuance of 
contracts made with the Moline Water-Power 
Company. $25, 000. 

There was a simple provision of morey to 
carry out what was supposed to be an existing 
obligation on the part of the United States. 
That is, made the occasion for introdacing, 
without any examination, and without anv tine 
to examine, on the part of the Senate Commit- 
tee, to Whom no such mission was instructed, 
into the bearings of this subject and the conse- 
nucuces: and (is most fu, and adiruty:

Mr. Davis, of IIlinois— Mr. President, Ido not 
have tlie apprehensſiou that the Senator from 
Vermont has in relation to this scheme. It is 
very clear why this was introduced. It was 
done, doubtless, by the Conference Committee 
oo the gart of the House. or the persons who 
dominated tliat Committee {[Tlewitt!, upon the 
ground that the contract of the Govern nent 
with this Moline Water-Power Compauy was 
disadvantageous to the Government? 

Mr. Allison--Vir. President, | desire to say 
one werd more with reference to the annend- 
ment nambered 41. Ido not wish to embarrass 
this bill or to prevent such consideration as will 
enable it to pass at the present session of Con- 
Cress. If | supposed for a sipgle moment that 
any Secretary of War would exercise in the 
slightest degree the power conferred upon him 
by that amendment I would not consent to the 
yassage of this bill under any circumstances. 
Here isa water-power, estimated by the army 
officer in charge of it as worth $300,000 to 
$500,000 per annum when developed, proposed 
to be leased, not in competition, not to thase 
who will pay the most for it. but toa corpora- 
tion organized by the State of Illinois, and the 
very corperation who surrendered this water- 
power originally to the Government of the 
United States fur a large consideration, that con- 
sideration partly in perpetuity, because we have 
agreed in our contract with that Company to 
develop this water-power and to maintain it en 

erpetuity, giving them one-fourth of it. But I 

feel certain that the Secretary of War will not 
exercise tne power conferred upon tim, and 
therefore lam not-willing to waive the objec- 
tions i have to thjs amendment in dexerence to 
other gentlemen who are equally interested 
with me in the development of this arsenal. 

Mr. Burnside—Wiil the Senator allow me to 
ask bim a question! 

Mr. Allison—Certainly. 

Mr. Burnside—Has the Senator any assurance 
that the Secretary of Waris going to live until 
the next session and that some new Secretary of 
War may not come in who would be disposed to 
exercise this power ! é‘ 

Mr. Allison—I will say to the Senator that I 
have no speciai assurance on that subject. 

Mr. Burnside—I do not suppose the Senator 
has. 
Mr. Dawes—The Senator from fowa should 
also consider that this goes into the statute- 
book as a permanent statute. It will be for all 
tune. 

Mr. Davis, of IIlinois—It can be repealed (h. 

Mr. Edmunds—It is much easier to refuse to 
miss if. 

Mr. Dawes—It would not be as easy to repeal 
it as to enact it, and I suggest to the Senator 
from Iowa, who has had some knowledge of 
Fort Snelling and divers otber large properties 
of the United States disappearing like a morn- 
ing mist, that the first thing he will know this 
water-power at Rock Islaud will disappear. 

Mr. Dorsey, of Arkansas—I certainly hope, 
Mr. President, that this bill will not be returned 
to the House; that this conference report will 
not be rejected, because I feel almost certain 
that if it is the bill wili fail, for the reason that 
there is not time between now and to-morrow 
noon to have a new conference go over this 
ground again, and for the further reason that 
the Senate is already too much exhausted, I 
think, uvon that subject to go over the Moline 
water-power matter.

Mr. McDonald, of Iadiana—W hat difficulty is 
there in striking out that part of this report 
which never has been considered in either branch 
of Congress?

Mr. Dorsey—If you strike out one word of 
the report it will strike out the whole of ir. 

Mr. MceDonald—ZJ think we had better do that. 

The Vice-President—The report must be dealt 
with as an entirety. 


Mr. Sargent—if the report is rejected it should 


be done at once, unless it is the purpose not 
only to reject the report but to cause the bill to 
fail.

In imitation of the 
Unaucial aspirations oi 0 Ihio and Kentucky, the 
young Lewislature auchorized several banks, as 
at Shawneetown, Edwardsville, and Kaskaskia, 
all bauks of issue, In addition, the Legislar 
ture forged the circulation of these banks by 
pustponing the colle¢tion of debts uuless the 
creditor Would receive their notes. The Goveru 
ment deposited its feceipts for public landg 
with the Edwardsville Bank, which stole 
834,000 of it, and, gotwilhstunding a judge 
ment, the sum Was never collected. 
Money became flush}-and counterfeits grew 
plentiful. A band af “Regulators” was ag 
sembled eto punish codnterieiters. In 1817 the 
celebrated City of Cafro, alterward commeme- 
rated by Dickens, was vhartered by the Legisla 
ture, with a bank @f a capital of $200,009, 
secured by ‘“* water-lgts.” The bank soon ex- 
pired. du 1520 bunks started all around Minois; 
gold and silver werd driven out of circulation 
by the wild-cat currenyy. A monster bank was 
created by the Legislature, with a capital of 
$2,000,000, but not dollar of stock was ever 
subscribed for. The Smmigratts came into the 
State penuiless, ke the people among whom 
they settled; papers towns dotted the map 
everywhere, but wogld not grow. A second 
State bank was chartgred and located at Van- 
dalia, with four brafches, and its notes were 


made receivable for all taxes, costs, fees, aud 


salaries; debtors were allowed three years’ stay 
by replevy unless the creditor took the bank’s 
nutes. People were encouraged to borrow 
money on their estate, and every politician got 
as much as he wanted. Nobody paid the bank 
anything back, and the State Legislature grave- 
ly memoralized Congress to let their local paper 
be used to buy public lands. The paper de- 
preciated to 2 cents on the dollar, and non- 
residents paid all their taxes mit. The 
lost $500,000 by the bank experiment. 

ln 1024 it was proposed to introduce slaves, 


so as to match the banks with something as dis- 


creditable socially. In 1818, when the State 
Government went into operation, its revenue 
was little more thah $7,000; a session of the 
Legislature cost $15,000. After Andrew Jack- 
son crushed the United States Bank, Gov. Dun- 
can countenanced a new State Bank, with six 
branches and a capital of 81.500, 000. Dem- 
ocrats got the idea that Gen. Jackson's 

tion to the Federal Bank implied his favor of 
local banks. ‘The stock was eagerly taken, and 
ran upto a premium of 13 per cent. Imme- 
diately a reckless system of internal improve- 
ments was entered upon; the State Banks were 
authorized to increasy their stocks, and also the 
number of their branches. Most of the bank- 
officers were Whigs, and a political strife arose 
over those institutions. 
Treasury was applied to to make the State Bank 
a Government depository, but political antago- 
nism prevented it. Suddenty the panic of 1837 
occurred, and the banks of Illinois suspended 
specie-payments. 4 special session of the Leg- 
islature legalized thé bank-suspensions, and in- 
ternal improvements went on. These banks 
contained all the deposits of the State, which 
was now virtually bau pt. Abrabam Lincoln 
was a member of the Legislature at that period. 

In 1842 the huge institution failed, with a cir- 
culation of 83.000.000. The Bank of Shawnee- 
town, which had loaned the State $80,000 to 
build the State pitol at Springtield, was 
equally involyed. A company of sharpers thea 
bought the bank-charter and speculated in State 
scrip. 

A railroad system was then devised, to cost 
$10,000,000, but the liability ultimately amount 
ed to about $20,000,000. In 1840 the whole sys 
tem of public imprexements collapsed. By the 
sale of several millions of the State bonds in 
New York the free banking-system of that State 
was introduced into Illinois, and many wiid-cat 
banks obtained credit. Moss of this money waa 
to be spent to build a canal. By the collapse 
of the improvement system the State was ett 
with a debt of more than $14,000,000. Indiana, 


iu the same year, 1887, had disposed of $11,000,- . 


000 of her bonds to build only forty miles of rail- 
road und atew pieces of canal and turnpike, 
Pennsylvania ran up her debt about the same 
time to $40,000,000; and before the Civil War 
Missouri had more than $20,000,000 debt. Of 
the debt of Illiavis; more than $6,000,000 was on 
account of the worthiess banks. There was an 
annual deficit in the Lilinois finances of $830,000, 
and the State credit was exhausted. The peo- 
ple were indebted!to the merchants, the mer- 
chants to the banks, and the banks owed every- 
body who carried one of their rags in his pocket. 
State bonds declined in the market to 14 cents 
on the dollar, and fm 1842 the two leading banks 
went out of existence with $4,500,000 circula- 
tion: Utter dearth and stagnation in every 
kind of business prevailed. : 

Ine cry vroke, out for repudiation, Gov. 
Ford afterward sad: It is my solemn belief 
that, when I came {nto office, I the power 
to mage Illinois a de would State. The poli- 


ticiaus on netther side would never have dared 
to risk their populgrity by defen an increase 
of taxes. Some of the counties refused to pay 
taxes. In 1843 there was not over $200,000 to 
$500,000 in good money in the pockets of the 
whole people of ilsnois.’’ 

Illinois resuscitated herself by completing ber 
canal, which brought immigration into the te 
and encouraged the publie character. The State 
compromised witz the banks, and got rid of 
more than 82,000. % of her debt. By prudence, 
and economy, and hood financiering, the bonds 
arose from 14 to M per vent, the to 
pay out their spetje, and everything went well. 
illinois soon had 700,000 population. The re- 
viver of the State yas undoubtedly Gov. Thomas 
Ford, who died in 1850 very poor.

enue safficed to meet thé current demands 
upon the Treasurf Congress, in 1850, gave the 
Illinois Central Railroad 3,000,000 acres of land, 
and ali the swamp lands in the State, amount- 
ing to half as much more. These d 

created the State as it is. Instantiy, Illinois 
improvement ponds jumped up 10 per cent. 
The Government has realized on the alternate 
sections on land in the grant 89.000, 000. 

A Free-Banking bill was passed in 1851, based 
on State and Govyernmentstocks. Instantly the 
State was flooded with paper money, property 
rose, and everybody went into speculation. Ihe 
penalty of $50 was imposed on every foreign 
bank-bill of less denomination than $5 eomin 
into the State. In 1554 tne pauie came, largely 
begotten by the decline of Missouri and Vir- 
giuia bouds, IIIinois was flooded with Georgia 
shinplasters. By 1557 there were sixty-one free 
banks, of which eleven had failed. By the panic 
of 1857 more than 204.000 firms failed in the 
Union, with liabilities of 8300, 000, 000. and about 
$150.000,000 was Wined out of existence. The 
failures in [)linois alone amounted to more than 
S0. 3.000. Real estate received a blow. In 
1844, of the 110 banks in Lilinois, all except sey- 
enteen were in process of liquidation and had 
retired more than- $11,000,000 of lation.

CRIME. 


BILL YOUNG. ' 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

KgoKUK, Ia., March 15.—The interest in the 
examination of Bill Young for the Spetcer mur- 
der at Luray, Mo., is on the increase from day 
to day, and is already greater than at any time 
since the murder, not excepting the arrest ans 
trial of Willis James for the crime. Laura 
Sprouse, who was employed as Young’s house- 
keeper at the time of the murder, and who has 
given the most damaging evidence against him, 
is proving a troublesome witness for the de- 
fense to handle. She is saucy and de- 
fiant, and answers the attorneys about 
as she pleases. She bas deen under 
rigid eross- examination for two days and has 
never contradicted herself or retracted any of 
her statements. She is an eccentric individual, 
and the examination is bringing out someof 
her queer freaks. A number of letters which 
she wrote to Young during his absence last fall 
have been introduced. These are alternately of 
an affectionate and revengeful temper. In some 
she expresses the most ardent love for him, and 
in others denounces him in the most scathing 
terms for having deserted her. in one of 
these letters she drew a _ rude sketch 
of a tombstone and inscribed thereon an 
imaginary epitaph for herself. These letters 
are bemg used by the defense in an attempt to 
show that Mrs. Sprouse and Young were en- 
aged to be married, and that her testimony in 
this case is in retaliation for his failure to carry 
out bis part of the agreement. Mrs. Sprouse 
testifies that they were never engaged to be 
married, but that they talked about marrying, 
and she encouraged him in order to get him to 
tell ber about the Spencer murder. She 


gave an account of a journey 
she and Young took a short time 
previous to the murder, in which they crossed 
the Spencer place. Young has repeatedly stated 
that he had never been on the Spencer place 
previous to the murder. The cross-examination 
ot Mrs. Sprouse will oceupy at least two days 
more, and the trial fully anocher week. Several 
witnesses were introduced to-day to prove that 
Young had said at various times that he could 
but his hand on the Spencer murderers, and 
when the reward offered was large enough he 
would doso. itis probable there will be some 
new developments in the case outside 
the examination ere long, as others were impli- 
cated in the affair, and a movement is on foot 
to secure their arrest.

A CRUEL HOAX. 


Sr, Lovis, Mo., March 15.—A large number of 
negroes recently arrived here from Vicksburg 
aud other parts of Mississippi and Louisiana 
under the impression, as they assert, that they 
would be provided with means of subsistence 
while here, and free transportation to Kansas, 
where, on their arrival, they are to receive lands 
from the Government, money, mules, plows, 
etc. Several hundred, perhaps more than a 
thousand, have already arrived, most of them in 
destitute condition, and 600 more will reach 
here to-morrow by the steamer Grand Tower. 
As no such provision as above stated 
has been made for these people, they 
having evidently been erossiy deceived for some 
malicious purpose, and in view of all the cir- 
curmstances in the case, Mayor Overstolz this 
afternoon issued a proclamation warning all 
persons against coming to St. Louis without 
money to support themselves and to pay tueir 
fare to their destination. No employment can 
be obtained, and there must of necessity be 
much suffering and destitution among them. 


Two or three buodred had money enough to 
reach Kansas City, and have started for that 
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point. 

The Board of Health had a mceting this even- 
ing to consider the question, and it was at first 
thought that all ihe destitute should be sent to 
the quarantine station, where they could be 
sheltcred and fed, but it was finally concluded 
to take no action in the malter at present. 

Railroad and steamship companies disclaim 
having had anythingtodo with the affair, and 
the Anchor Line have offered to take the 
negroes back on their boats free. 

Ihe matter is assuming great importance, and 
what the end will be no one can tell.
